Following an appeal 
by 
Sister 
Emma Francis, a native of the Virgin 
Islands, now working under the W est 
Indian Mission Board of the United 
Lutheran church in America, members 
of the eighteenth annual summer as­ 
sembly, in session at the Lutheran 
Theological Seminary since last F ri­ 
day, at their Thursday evening ses­ 
sion, contributed $1,400 for use in 
mission work among the negroes of 
New York City. 
Sister Emma has been in attend­ 
ance at the assembly since its opening 
and has impressed members with her 
scholarly talks in which 
she 
has 
stressed the need for mission work 
among the colored people o f New 
York City and elsewhere. 
Each year the assembly assists some 
worthy cause, and this year, the plea 
for negro 
missionary work in New 
York City having been presented in 
:*uch a forceful manner 
by 
Sister 
Emma, it was decided to give that 
cause its support. 
Sessions Close 
The assembly closed its largest and, 
according to those who attended, the 
most helpful sessions ever held. More 
than 200 persons were enrolled at the 
assembly this year and 
taxed 
to 
capacity all dormitory space at the 
Seminary and at College. 
Besides the appeal by Sister Emma 
at the Thursday evening session. Rev. 
Dr. O. F. Blackweider concluded his

Handy Orchard Ladder 
Pruning and fruit picking can be ac­ 
complished in a shorter tune and with 
less damage to the trees with the speci­ 
ally devised ladder shown in the illustra­ 
tion, than is possible with the use of an 
old-style ladder.
